Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant has incorrectly restated the Examiner's 
position that layer 152 of Lee is the sidewall spacer. It is respectfully submitted that layer 72 (NOT 152) was interpreted by the Examiner 
as the sidewall spacer [see previous Office Action, page 2]. Lee expressly discloses in FIG. 8 the sidewall spacers 72 remain after the 
removal of the hard mask layer 52 by either a CMP or a stripping process. The stripping process was determined to be inherently 
selective of the hardmask 52 over the sidewall spacers 72 because the sidewall spacers 72 remain after the removal process as shown in 
FIG. 8. Furthermore, it is not inappropriate, at least in a Section 102, to further clarify the issue of inherency by citing a secondary 
reference which clearly describes the issue. In this case, Yeh shows a stripping process of a nitride layer to be a selective wet etching 
process [see col. 17, lines 8-10]. 
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
